First published under this title in 1944, 
Grolier Encyclopedia has previously been 
reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
July 1946 and October 1953. Its forerun- 
ner was Doubleday’s Encyclopedia which 
had been adapted from Harmsworth’s Uni- 
versal Encyclopedia. Both were reviewed 
in Subscription Books Bulletin, April 1931. 
Doubieday’s Encyclopedia was subsequent- 
ly reviewed in July 1932 and October 1940. 
The Grolier Society acquired the title in 
1941 and issued a revision in 1943. The 
publishers supplied a set of the 1952 edi- 
tion for comparison with the 1958 edition. 

E. V. McLoughlin remains as editorial 
director with six associates and assistants. 
Seven additional advisory editors are 
listed, among them A. C. Wilgus for Latin 
America; Gerald Holton and Leonard 
Nash, both of Harvard University, for 
physics and chemistry respectively; and 
Lowell Martin, formerly of Rutgers Uni- 
versity Library School, for librarianship. 
The desirability of such advisory person- 
nel is beyond doubt. The question arises 
why other major areas such as history,

resentation on the executive staff. The list 
of some 750 editors, authors, and revisers 
gives academic degrees, positions, and the 
article or articles by each person. 

Comparison of the Partial List of Edi- 
tors, Authors, and Revisers in the 1958 
revision with the same list in the 1952 
edition under the letters A-C shows that 
of the 151 names listed in the 1952 revi- 
sion, 23 do not appear in the edition under 
review. Among these are such names as 
Ray Stannard Baker, Lord Charnwood, 
William Chenery, and Karl Compton. New 
names within the same range in the 1958 
revision include Robert G. Albion on 
strategy and tactics, Leland D. Baldwin on 
the American Revolution, Wilfred E. 
Binkley on American political parties, and 
Philip D. Curtin on Ethiopia. Holdovers 
include Rachel L. Carson, Laurence V. 
Coleman, Ralph Budd, and Charles H. C. 
Baker. Very noticeable in the current list 
are the names of presidents of universities, 
heads of state historical groups, and busi- 
ness and religious officials. 


In the 1958 revision, as a rule, the brief- 
er articles are unsigned and the longer 
ones are signed. The Introduction states 
that “In the original work articles were 
written authoritatively, but usually were 
unsigned. . the editors in increasing 
degree are providing signed or initialed 
articles. . . . Signatures to articles indi- 
cate either that the signer has written the 
article or that he has checked the article 
critically and made any desirable or nec- 
essary revision of work done previously 
by the editorial staff or by other writers. 
Initialing indicates critical checking and 
approval without change of the work of’ 
another.” A sampling of the articles in the 
1958 revision shows about seven per cent 
are signed or initialed. 

The Introduction in volume 1 states 
that “The Grolier Encyclopedia is designed 
primarily to meet the growing need for a 
comprehensive but convenient everyday 
encyclopedia. ... A simple and straight- 
forward style has always been the objec- 
tive.” It is intended to be a supplementary 
source of information for the student and 
a repository of factual data for the non- 
specialist. 

This is a general encyclopedia as 
claimed by the editors. Topical coverage 
is broad. The major religions and litera- 
tures are described as are mass-appeal 
sports. The arts are included. The his- 
tories of nations and the development of 
science, technology, and the major indus- 
tries are represented. Biographical arti- 
cles of varying length constitute some 33 
per cent of the total in the set, while 
articles descriptive of places account for 
about 14 per cent. 

As the editors state, the encyclopedia 
“is not intended for the specialist in his 
particular field. The aim is to present ac- 
curate information in concise, non-tech- 
nical language.” Compression is evident 
throughout to a degree that restricts the 
usefulness of the set. Brain takes less 
than two pages of text. The article is un- 
signed and has no bibliography. The same 
topic in Encyclopedia Americana requires 
some 12 pages, is subdivided for easy 
scanning, has a bibliography, and is

signed. Tunnel in Grolier occupies less 
than a column of type while its counter- 
part in Americana is signed and covers 
some 19 pages with illustrative material 
and a bibliography. Knights of Columbus 
in Grolier uses little more than two inches 
of type and gives 1942 membership and in- 
surance statistics. In Americana the same 
society occupies six inches of type and 
1949 statistics are given. 

Descriptive material supplied by the 
publisher claims extensive revision. Ac- 
cording to this claim, between 1953 and 
1958, 9,428 articles—one third of the total 
—were added, rewritten, or revised. Of 
these, 1,849 are described as new, 1,559 as 
completely rewritten, and 6,020 as revised. 

Samples of new articles are Dead Sea 
Scrolls, Ghana, International Geophysical 
Year, Khrushchev, National Science Foun- 
dation, Salk Vaccine, and Solar Battery. 

The greater part of the changes made 
since 1952 are in the form of articles which 
have been rewritten or revised. Examina- 
tion of rewritten articles discloses an un- 
evenness which impairs the value of the 
encyclopedia. Alaska has much new text 
and several new illustrations. Statistics 
have been updated to 1955, but the bib- 
liography has been dropped. The article 
on the Democratic Party has been ex- 
panded but its history is carried only 
through 1952. Again, the bibliography 
present in the 1952 edition has been omit- 
ted. Ocean and Oceanography, signed by 
Ernest F. Thompson in the 1958 edition, is 
twice as long as the 1952 article and has 


new illustrations. Yugoslavia has been 
enlarged from one page to three pages, 
and developments are given to 1956. Illus- 
trations and a brief bibliography have also 
been added. The revision of Argentina 
has some change in illustrations, some re- 
arrangement of text, and general updating 
of the narrative through 1955. Nobel Prize 
carries the winners through 1957 in tabu- 
lar arrangement which lends itself to rapid 
scanning. This is preferable to the narra- 
tive style used in 1952. The article Seattle 
in the 1952 edition occupies about half a 
column of descriptive text with 1940 pop- 
ulation statistics. The same entry in the 
1958 revision is a rewrite with some ex- 
pansion of the earlier article. No popula- 
tion statistics are given. The article Milk 
has been somewhat enlarged, principally 
by the addition of two final paragraphs on 
the food values of milk and the changes 
produced by fermentation. The bibliog- 
raphy has been updated through 1954. 

In addition to the unevenness noted in 
the sampling of rewritten articles, spot 
checking discloses other serious deficien- 
cies. The latest census for Canada in the 
1958 revision is that of 1951. There is no 
article on European coal and steel com- 
munity in the 1958 revision. The article 
Hungary closes with a single paragraph on 
the 1956 revolt and includes no current 
population, industrial, commercial, or so- 
cial statistics. The most recent agricul- 
tural statistics for Kansas are dated 1953. 
No population statistics for the Federation 
of Malaya were found in the article on 
that nation nor were there any statistics 
showing value or volume of rubber pro- 
duction, tea, lumber, fishing products, and 
similar basic industries. Puerto Rico gives 
industrial statistics dated 1952 or earlier. 
The article United States devotes one 
brief paragraph to educational statistics 
dated 1953 and gives only gross attendance 
figures for elementary and _ secondary 
schools and colleges. There are no crop 
statistics on a historical or current basis, 
nor are there statistics on United States 
roads. 

An appendix of world population figures 
provided in the last volume has limited 
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value. The direction the reader is given | 
to this appendix is a single sentence in the | 
Introduction in volume one. According to} 
a statement in the appendix, “The popula- | 
tions given are based on the latest official | 
figures wherever available, i.e., the 1950| 
United States Census, the 1951 Canadian | 
Census, etc. In those countries where a} 
recent figure is not available, the most | 
reliable recent estimates are given.” Yet, | 
1956 Canadian census figures are avail-| 
able. There is no way to distinguish be- 
tween census returns and estimates in this 
section, nor are any sources given for fig- 
ures other than United States and Canada. 
In many cases the figures provided for 
foreign countries vary somewhat from in- 
formation found in Demographic Year- 
book (New York: United Nations, 1957) 
and Statesman’s Yearbook (New York: 
St. Martin’s, 1958). 

Although samplings indicate that biog- 
raphical articles account for almost one 
third of the entries in the set, there are 
inadequacies. There are no entries for 
Helen Hayes, Maurice Evans, Tennessee 
Williams, Alfred Lunt, Lynn Fontanne, 
Rainer Maria Rilke, Wallace Stevens, or 
William Carlos Williams. Yet substantial 
space is given to Rupert Hughes, Eleanor 
E. Robson, Brock Pemberton, Gelett Bur- 
gess, and John Buckstone. Bruce Bairns- 
father has 45 lines; Bill Mauldin has no} 
entry. Billie Burke has 33 lines; Harold | 
Urey and Alexander Fleming have 15 and 
18 lines respectively. 

Bibliographies attached to articles are 
uneven in their listings of recently pub- 
lished books. The latest imprint cited un- 
der Bolivia is 1948; China, 1953; Denmark, 
1944; Germany, 1944; Lithuania, 1947; 
Scotland, 1945; Nigeria, 1946. 

The bibliographies in Grolier were 
found to be less numerous and less exten- 
sive than is necessary for them to serve 
as sources of additional information. Since 
only a few of the better-known titles are | 
listed, their usefulness is limited. | 

The cartography in Grolier also has 
moderate usefulness and is below the| 
standards of other general encyclopedias. |

the 1952 revision, is black and white cov- 
ering a single page. It locates only the 
major cities and geographical features. A 
very small inset shows contour outlines. 
Maps of the larger nations and the con- 
tinents show some improvement over the 
earlier edition. Frequently a four-page 
series in color is provided offering a “re- 
a political map, a 


source-relief map,” 
vegetation map, and a temperature and 
rainfall map. These maps are copyrighted 
by C. S. Hammond. But no map of any 
kind was found with the articles Poland, 
France, or Mexico. The article Japan had 
only a single black-and-white map show- 


ing place names of major localities. 
Promotional literature for the 1958 revi- 
sion mentions new maps for Antarctica, 
Amazon Basin, Inland Waterways of the 
United States, and Nile. All these are 
black and white. None is of special dis- 
tinction. The same literature mentions 
special maps accompanying articles of 
some countries such as Albania, Brazil, 
Ghana, and India. All are black and white, 
showing boundaries, major settled places, 
and major geographical features. Of these 
four, only India is full-page. 

The editors state that “with each re- 
vision of Grolier Encyclopedia, major ef- 
forts have been made to add to and en- 
hance the value of its illustrations. [Dur- 
ing] 1953-1958 inclusive, 2,415 new black- 
and-white illustrations and 106 new color 


pages were added.” Some of the latter, 
such as the color series on birds, the cir- 
culation of blood in the human body, glass, 
meteorology, and petroleum, are impres- 
sive. Many new black-and-white illustra- 
tions are also evident. Diagrams have 
been added since the 1952 revision. In 
many instances, however, the illustrations 
carried over from previous editions are 
muddy and detail is lost. 

“There are over a thousand main-entry 
cross references, for items which readers 
might look for under a term not used for 
the Grolier entry.” In addition, according 
to the editors, “there are approximately 
10,000 cross references of three types: 
general references at the beginning of 
some long articles . . . see also references 
at the end of articles ... and q.v. refer- 
ences within articles . . . .” Since there 
is no index, reliance must be placed on 
these devices to locate information. They 
are not as satisfactory for this purpose as 
the general indexes found in some other 
encyclopedias. The general references re- 
ferred to above follow the pattern found 
under Chemistry. A short note following 
the main entry refers the reader to “fur- 
ther articles on the various chemical ele- 
ments and compounds, e.g., Oxygen, Sul- 
phuric Acid; also on the great chemists.” 
See also references are frequent, as are 
q.v. references in the text. 

The 1958 revision is published in 20 
volumes. The ten-volume set is no longer 
being published. The cover is ivory stur- 
dite with a three-color stamped illustra- 
tion on the front. Inclusive lettering is 
stamped at the top of each spine with 
volume number at the base. Inevitably 
there are some awkward divisions. The 
text is legible. No crowding was observed 
even where additional text was inserted. 
Color work is very good. Type is set in 
three columns and the page itself is some- 
what smaller than that in other encyclo- 
pedias. The paper is a dull-coat enamel 
which is glare-free and readily scanned.
